Amend the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1887, with respect to A.D. isss 
Arrears of Rent. ““ 

W HEBEAS under section tliirfcy of the Land Law (Ireland) 

Act, 1887 (herein-after referred to as the principal Act), the 
courts in which proceetlings of ejectment are pending, in the case 
of certain agricultiu’al holdings in Leland, ^ve power to order 
5 arrears of rent and costs to he paid by instalments ; and it is 
expedient to extend the powers of such courts so as to enable 
them to deal more effectually with arrears of rent : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and rdth the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
10 Temporal, and Commons, in tlus present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1 . — (1.) Wherever the couid acting under section thirty of the Power to 
principal Act has power to order any arrears of rent and costs to 
he paid by instalments, such court may order such sums as may 50 & 51 Viet. 
15 appear to the court having regard to all the circumstances of the 

case to he just and reasonable, to be paid either by instalments or arrears, 
othermse in satisfaction of the said arrears and coste. 

(2.) This section shall be read and construed together with section 
thirty of the principal Act. 

20 2. This Act may be cited for all piuposes as the Arrears of Bent short title, 

(Ireland) Act, 1888.
